forming live stock and poultry club
whenever possible. They are the
ones who will be running the coun
try in a few years, and ther: i
nothing more important than im
planting in their minds now the
dignity and opportunities offered to
intelligent men and women in agri-
culture.
Any one interested in promoting
this work in this community will
find. plenty of help, advice and er-
couragement if they care to wrte
the Department of Agrgultore at
Washington and ask for it.
